TRENTON, N. J., March 26 
(AP)—State superior court today 
ruled that Senator Taft’s name 
will remain in the New Jersey 
April 15 presidential preference 
primary. 

Judge Ralph J. Smalley dis- 
missed a state suit seeking re- 
moval of Taft’s name after Attor- 
ney General Theodore D. Parsons 
told the court there was “an over- 
riding public interest” not to re- 
move. 

Taft announced last week that 
he was withdrawing from the New 
Jersey primary election campaign 
and later wrote a letter to the 
Secretary of State formally re- 
questing that his name be taken 
off the preferential ballot. 
Secretary of State Lloyd B. 
Marsh instituted the suit to com- 
ply with Taft’s request and 
named all 21 county clerks as de- 
fendants. The suit was contested 
by six Republican voters and one 
county clerk. 

In dismissing the case, Smalley 
said that “in view of overriding 
public interest and in view of the 
telegrams I have received from 
county clerks, I feel now that the 
sentiment of the public is for 
Taft’s name to remain on the bal- 
lot... .” The judge added that 
Marsh was justified in asking for | 
the court action because of Taft’s | 
letter.

Truman Asks Stevenson to Run 
Governor Says No ‘at This Time’

WASHINGTON, March 26—| 
President Truman has asked Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois to be- 
come the Administration’s candi- 
date for the presidency and has 
offered to use all his great influ- 
ence to get him the nomination if 
he would accept, the Post-Dispatch 
leained today. 

Gov. Stevenson is not inclined, 
as of today, to accept the Presi- 
dent’s proposal, which was made 
about the time Truman left Wash- 
ington for Key West March 7 on 
his working vacation. Stevenson, 
however, did not completely close 
the door against a “draft” by the 
Democratic national convention 
that will meet-in Chicago on July 
21. But even in the event of a 
draft, he would have to be con- 
vinced that his election would 
p-event a collapse of allied unity 
against aggressive Communism. 

Stevenson Appears Firm. 

Stevenson appears firm in his 
determination to devote his pres- 
ent energies to being re-elected 
Governor and to be neither an 
active nor passive candidate for 
the presidency. 

There is strong evidence that 
he has told Truman so. Whether 
Truman will be content with this 
answer is not known here. 

In his latest and most definite 
statement, Stevenson told a Jef- 
ferson-Jackson Dinner in Spring- 
field: 

“This is the season of our po- 
litical cycle when men dream 
dreams and see visions—usually 
of the White House, but I am not 
one of them. 

“I want to run for Governor— 
and that is all. And I wanted to 
be re-elected Governor—and that 
is all. And I want to finish some 
work we have under way here in 
Illinois—and that is all.” 

Stevenson has no opposition for 
the governorship nomination in 
the Democratic primary April 8. 
If he should decide to seek the 
presidential nomination, the nom- 
inee for governor w ould be se- 
lected by ‘the State Democratic 
Central Committee. 

Urged by Other Leaders. 

Not only Truman but other top 
Democratic leaders, mostly fram 
the North and East, have impor- 
tuned Stevenson to be more re- 
ceptive to a presidential nomina- 
ion, Also, representatives from 
some metropolitan newspapers 
that have already come out for 
Eisenhower for the Republican 
nomination have indicated to him 
that if Taft is the Republican 
nominee they would look with 
favor on Stevenson’s candidacy. 

Stevenson has been host to 
numerous political correspond- 
ents, editors and commentators, 
as well as Democratic leaders, who 
have tried to find out whether he 
would be a candidate if Truman 
decides to retire. To all he has 
expressed the same view—he 
wants to continue as Governor and 
has no ambition at this time to 
be President. 

He is almost eloquent when, in 
his quiet way, he tells why he

Harold E. Stassen, former Gov- 
ernor of Minnesota, tried last 
night to hitch his campaign wa- 
gon to Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er’s political star. 

Stassen annouriced at Sheboy- 
gan that half of the 30 delegates 
running for him in this three- 
way contest—where Lisenhower’s 
name is not entered and where 
write-in votes are not permitted— 
would vote for the general on 
the first ballot at the July Chi- 
cago convention, if they are 
elected. He did not indicate 
whether the promise would hold 
beyond the first ballot. 

He added that he believed the 
move was “legal,” although Wis- 
consin law provides that dele- 
gates are to be released only at 
the national convention. 

Would Share Extra Delegates. 

Stassen said further he would 
share equally with Eisenhower 
any smaller number of Wisconsin 
delegates he might win. But 
Stassen did not extend the offer 
to cover the 28 he won in Min- 
nesota where the general ran him 
a close second on the strength of 
a write-in vote or to any delegates 
he might get in Nebraska in the 
April 1 vote there. 

(A United Press dispatch said 
that many observers felt that 
Stassen, in order to defeat Taft 
in Wisconsin, would have to pick 
up most of Eisenhower's sup- 
porters.) 

Stassen’s curious maneuver put- 
ting him half in and half out of 
the presidential race brought 
prompt and vigorous ‘Teaction 
from the Taft forees and from 
supporters of Gov. Earl Warren 
of California. ’ 

Taft, in a statement, referred 
to his opponent’s delegate slates 
as “hybrid tickets.” 

“I do not see how any voter 
can possibly decide what prin- 
ciples or policies the hybrid 
tickets stand for,” he said. “I 
do not see how voters can even 
decide what candidate they would 
be voting for if they vote for any 
of these chickens. Anyone who 
votes for me knows exactly what 
principles and what candidate he 
is supporting.” 

Warren Declines Comment. 

Warren, due to resume cam- 
paigning in the state tonight, de- 
clined comment in California. He 
has said he would release with- 
out strings, any delegates pledged 
to him if he finds he can’t: wih 
the presidential nomination. 

Although Warren has avoided 
any commitment to Eisenhower, 
he obviously hoped to become the 
beneficiary of votes which would | 
have gone to the general if he | 
had been entered in the race | 
here.

WASHINGTON, March 26 — 
The Western Allies are standing 
pat, on their German policy. 

With the support of the West 
Germans themselves, the United 
States, Britain and France are 
going ahead with their program 
for incorporating the Bonn re- 
public in the Western European 
community and the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization. They 
oppose the re-creation of an in- 
dependent national German mili- 
tary establishment. 

They will enter into detailed 
discussion of recent Soviet pro- 
posals for a German peace set- 
tlement only if—and after—the 
Reich is reunited and a national 
German government has been set 
up on the basis of truly free 
elections held throughout the 
whole country, 

Washington, London and Paris 
made these principal points in 
identical notes to Russia deliv- 
ered in Moscow yesterday in 
reply to a Russian note of 
March 10. 

Willing to Listen. 

The Western Allies ieave the 
door open for further negotia- 
tions with the Russians on the 
German peace settlement. 

They mak. it clear, however, 
that they intend to press forward 
with their own German program 
in any event, regardless of what 
Russia does. 

Moreover—although the West- 
ern Allies do no trouble to point 
this out in their notes—it is clear 
that it would take a good many 
months’ time to reco a 


nstitute 
united Reich by the method; the} 


United States, Britain and France 
propose. This would be true even 
if the Russians should agree im- 
mediately to the West’s proposals. 
And the Western powers wouid 
hope to go far toward completing 
their German program before this 
time had elapsed, 

They would hope, that is, that 
in any negotiations for a final 
German settlement which they 
might enter into with Moscow 
they could confront the Soviets 
with a fait accompli—with the 
Bonn republic already largely in- 
tegrated in the West.

The court’s 
opinions did not indicate the 
availability of any other reme- 
dies. However, lawyers here 
point out that now the only rem- 
edy possible would require the 
agreement of the respective 
boards. 

According to this view, a test 
of the districts by mandamus 
could be made if the boards could 
be persuaded to refuse to accept 
filings on the grounds the dis- 
tricts were unconstitutionally 
drawn. In that case, one of the 
rejected candidates could bring 
action for a mandamus to require 
the board to accept his declara- 
tion of candidacy. 

That the boards, which have 
contended all along = od 
tricts are proper, wo go n 
with such a plan is considered 
extremely unlikely. 

No Decision on Statute. 
The decision, by allowing the 
districts to stand, also left un- 
resolved the constitutionality of 
a state statute which would re- 
quire that state senatorial candi- 
dates run at large in the event 
redistricting was not done by a 
specified time. Had the districts 
been knocked out, this question 
would have been presented as the 
St. Louis Election Board had 
raised the question of the 
statute’s validity.

Favor to a Friend. 


Levy said he knew nothing 
about these matters.

Reading further from bureau 
records, DeWind told of a confer- 
ence of officials of the bureau at 
which Oliphant reported, on June 
20, 1949, that Oliphant had told 
the others the taxpayers (Klein) 
would settle for an additional 
$1,000,000 payment. Klein had 
paid $1,200,000 in the form of a 
capital gains tax on the compli- 
cated liquor deal instead of the 
much higher income tax rate on 
which the claim for additional 
taxes is based. 


This was news to McGuigan and

Call From Grunewald. 


On Nov. 3, 1949, there was a 
telephone call from Grunewald to 
Oliphant in which Oliphant said:

Again on Dec. 20 there was a

Dewind had further informa- 
tion from the bureau record that 
the $1,000,000 offer in compromise 
had been rejected, within the bu- 
reau, 10 months before McGuigan 
was notified of it.

SENATE CRITIC SUED

WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP) 
—Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, today filed a $2,000,000 
suit against Senator Benton 
(Dem.), Connecticut, accusing him 
of “libel, slander and conspiracy” 
to seek the ouster of McCarthy 
from the Senate, 

The suit is based on Benton’s 
assertions last September that 
McCarthy committed perjury, 
fraud and calculated deceit of 
the American people in pressing 


his charges that Communists 
have infiltrated the Government. 

Benton made the charges be- 
fore a Senate elections subcom- 
mittee which has been looking 
into Benton’s contention that Mc-

gress. 

Benton last week offered to 
waive the congressional immunity 
from suit. A section of the ¢on- 
stitution provides that members 
of Congress are immune from suit 
for remarks they make in Con- 
gress. McCarthy said he was ac- 
cepting Benton’s offer to waive 
immunity.

PRISONERS ISSUE 


‘Much More Frankness’ 
in Discussions — Allies 
Modify Phraseology to 
Soften Reds. 


MUNSAN, Korea, March 26 
(AP) — Truce negotiators dis- 
played “much more frankness” 
today in seeking a compromise on 
exchanging prisoners—one of the 
three key issues blocking a Ko- 
rean armistice—an Allied spokes- 
man reported. 

“Some slight progress” was 
made behind the screen of a news 
blackout, Brig. Gen. William P. 
Nuckols said, “but they have not 


got down to brass tac 


Simultaneously he disclosed a 
change in the United Nations 
command strategy on jhe key to 
the deadlock. The Allies have re- 
phrased their demand from “vol- 
untary repatriation” of prisoners 
to “no forced repatriation.” 

“There is no fundamental dif- 
ference in the two concepts,” 

Nuckols said, but the new term 
might “be more palatable to the 
enemy. No forced repatriation 
means the U.N, eommand = does 
not indorse and will not employ 
force to compel a man to go over 
to the other side if he does not 
choose to go.” 


Most Reds Would Go, 


Simultaneously, Nuckols said, 
U.N. negotiators have been te 
the Communists repeatedly “there 
is every indication that the great 
majority of their captured per- 
sonnel now in our hands desire to 
return.” 

The Communists have been in- 
sisting they want all prisoners 
returned and have objected to 
Allied proposals for interviews to 
determine the prisoners’ wishes. 

The U.N. command took the 
new tack on the problem more 
than 10 days ago, Nuckols said. 
But he disclosed it to newspaper 
men for the first time today. 

Apparently this new policy did 
not enter directly into today’s 
talks, _Nuckols said the discus- 
sions were “on a broad scale 
largely couched in general terms” 
and dealt primarily with the 
Reds’ latest proposals. 

Truce Supervision. 

His disclosure came after a sec- 

ond group of staff officers cleared 


key issue remaining before it— 
whether Russia should help su- 
pervise the truce. 

A U.N, communique said they 
cleaned up the last of their minor 
problems by reaching “complete 
agreement on the ports of entry 
question.” 

The Allies then proposed the 
key issue be solved by dropping 
Russia and’ Norway, leaving four 
“neutral nations” to police the 
armistice. The Communists 
wouldn’t consider it.

tate to advise the President on 
high policy matters. 


Thus, a mere appointment sec- 
retary; such as Matt Connelly, has 
beccme one of the most powerful 
men in the country. 


It was Connelly who overruled 
ther President’s small business ad- 
visers and persuaded Truman to 
strengthen the multimillion-dollar 
Pan American Airways monopoly 
by approving its merger with 
American Overseas Airways.

KEFAUVER’S ANGEL — Sen- 
ator Kefauver stumbled on his 
most generous financial angel, 
Nathan Straus, in a peculiar man- 
ner. During the heyday of the 
Roosevelt Administration, Straus, 
a close friend of F.D.R., was 
serving as housing administrator 
and was receiving the usual bar- 
rage of brickbats from Congress. 
One day a Tennessee drawl an- 
nounced over the phone: 


“Mr. Strauss, this is Estes Ke- 
fauver of Tennessee. I’m up here 
in Congress and I'd like to have 
some information about housing 
and slum clearance. Can you 
help me out?” 

Straus jumped at the chance, 
went up to Congress where Ke- 
fauver was then serving in the 
House of Representatives, and got 
acquainted with the young Con- 
gressman. Kefauver then be- 
came one of the stanchest bat- 
tlers for public housing. This 
was before Taft got behind public 
housing and helped put across the 
present housing bill. 

Straus, now out of the Gov- 
ernment and operating Radio Sta- 
tion WMCA in New York, never 
forgot that help. He also came 
to have a high regard for Ke- 
fauver and spent days up in New 
Hampshire recently helping run 
his campaign. 

Note—Though Kefauver has a 
few stanch financial friends such 
as Straus, his campaign head- 
quarters is so short of funds that 
it couldn’t afford to pay rent at 
the Willard Hotel here and moved 
to a less expensive hotel.

U.S. FIRMS PLAN 
TO SELL ARGENTINA 
BIG OIL REFINERY 


BUENOS AIRES, March 26 
(AP) — Tentative arrangements 
have been concluded for sale of 
Ultramar Refining Co.—Argentine 
company owned by Socony-Vac- 
uum Oil Co. and Texas Co.—to 
the Argentine Government, it was 
announced yesterday. 

The price for sale of the refin- 
ery located at Buenos Aires was 
not made public. 

Ultramar is the third biggest 
independent oil refiner in Argen- 
tina, exceeded only by Standard 
Oil Co. (N.J.) and Shell-Mex Ar- 
gentina Ltda. The refinery has 
been operating at a capacity of 
6,000,000 barrels daily producing 
gasoline, kerosene and lubricants. 
It employs 1200 persons. 

The company had difficulty ob- 
taining sweet crude from dollar 
sources. The plant is not equipped 
to handle sour crude which come 
largely from the sterling area,

These associates speculate 
Eisenhower may send his request 
next week to President Truman 
for relief from his mission as top 
Atlantic Pact military commander. 
The President already has said 
the general may go home when- 
ever he wants. 


Eisenhower always has regard- 
ed the idea of a European army, 
with national forces controlled by 
a central international command, 
as the best plan for getting Ger- 
mans back into uniform to help 
defend their own soil against the 
threat of Communist aggression. 


After the treaty is signed, it 
must be approved by all six na- 
tional parMaments before German 
troops can be recruited. In two 
of those legislatures at least— 
France’s and West Germany’s—it 
faces heavy sledding. 


Eisenhower has assigned two of 
his officers to help iron out the. 
technical difficulties still standing 
in the way of agreement. Brig. 
Gen. John H. (Mike) Michaelis, 
Korea war hero, and Col, Robert 
Richardson have been meeting 
with experts of the European na- 
tions for some months. 

This group has solved, to their 
satisfaction anyway, all major 
problems of merging the military 
power of the six nations into an 
international land-sea-ait force of 
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date, at least on a contingent 
basis.

Taft’s Wisconsin manager, Tom 
Coleman. has predicted that Taft 
will take all 30 delegates. He 
might drop two or three to a

Second Test More Decisive. 

The second test is in many 
ways more decisive.

All this may be traced to fact that the 


reasonable formulas intended to hold wages in 
line with the cost of living and perhaps with 
the productivity of labor—the board majority 
acted like an arbitrator or mediator with the al- 
together different function of proposing a give- 
and-take compromise.

Judging by what a 15-cent wage increase 
added to U.S, Steel costs in 1951, both in direct 
employment costs and in the higher cost of its 
supplies, the WSB' proposal would reduce the 
company’s profit before taxes from $582,000,000 
last year to $265,000,000 or less. In the three 
best pre-Korea years the company earned, on a 
much lower tonnage, an average of $276,000,000 
before taxes. Thus the first bite of the WSB 
settlement would bring its income down below 
the pre-Korea level, and the second bite, due 
next January, would reduce it still further. 

Under the official price formula a company 
is not entitled to higher prices if its profits be- 
fore taxes exceed 85 per cent of the pre-Korea 
average. But as a practical matter the stabiliza- 
tion officials cannot wholly ignore the effect of 
the formula on profits after taxes, which are a 
corporation’s take-home pay. 

The take-home pay of )).S. Steel, even after 


allowing a $2 price increase, could be expected» 


to drop under the WSB settlement to something 
between $101,000,000 and $122,000,000, as com- 
pared with $184,000,000 last year. That would 
represent a return of between 2.8 per cent and 
3.4 per cent on sales, as compared with a pre- 
Korea return of 6.16 per cent. It would barely 


_ cover the dividends paid last year, which were 


lower than those paid in 1950, thus leaving little 
for reinvestment. 

This is why Mr. Wilson faces the alternatives 
of either cutting down the WSB wage settlement 
or allowing a price increase beyond the Cape- 
hart formula. If he does the first he may face a 
strike, and if he does the second he may set up 
a new round of inflation.

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After Years of Waiting

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Not Gov. Smith’s Worry 


Gov. Smith says he is uncertain as to whether 
to approve the St. Louis earnings tax enabling 
bill. The quéstion of vetoing or signing can be 
a hard one. In this case, it is, so we believe, quite 
simple. 

One of the reasons given by Mr. Smith for a 
possible veto is the chance that re-enactment of 
the tax might cost the Democrats votes in the 
next election. That can be met by recalling that 
the earnings tax was originated by the Republi- 
can city administration of Mayor Kaufmann and 
that it had the support of a representative citi- 
zens’ committee. 

More emphatically, this issue should not be 
settled on the basis of partisan political advan- 
tage.

It should not be a matter of votes, but of 
red ink or black in the city’s books. 

Of course people generally are against higher 
taxes; and it is not surprising that Gov. Smith 
has received a sheaf of anti-tax letters. But he 
has by no means heard from the thousands and 
thousands of citizens who would have to pay 
the earnings tax. 

Most of them, we trust, believe that it is the 
fairest way yet devised to meet the city’s need 
for more money. If not, it is hardly a matter for 
determination in Jefferson City. True, its hob- 
bling old charter forced the city to seek legisla- 
tive permission to collect the tax. In money mat- 
ters, St. Louis does not have as much home rule 


nity. The least that Legislature and Governor 
ean do is to let the City Administration impose 


the tax, and then leave the question of popular 
approval to next year’s municipal elections.

Cool Off the Hotheads 
It i¢ just about a year since Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur was relieved of his command in the 
Far East and brought back to the United States. 
The basic issue was insubordination over the 
policy of confining the war to Korea. Gen. Mac- 


. Atthur, who missed his guess on what the Chi- 


nese Communists would do, wanted to carry the 
‘war outside the territorial limits of Korea. The 
policy of the Administration and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff was to keep hostilities from spreading 
and thus avoid the danger of touching off World 
War II. 

How thoroughly was the-lesson of a year ago

e question is in order since the Post- 
Dispatch’s military analyst, Brig. Gen. Thomas 
R. Phillips, has now written from Washington of 
“the fire-eaters who would go all-out against 
China.” He writes that “extension of the war 
has been in prospect for some time.” Pointing 
out that the United States “is a member of the 
United Nations,” Gen. Phillips well says that 
“unilateral action on our part to extend the war 
could end in the withdrawal of the United Na- 
tions allies from Korea.” It could even “lead to 
the breakup of the U.N.” 

The MacArthur anniversary is a fitting time 
to remind the “fire-eaters” that the nation’s pol- 
icy on this issue was clearly established a year 
ago. They may differ with it, but if they do so 
they pit themselves against the considered, care- 
ful, deliberate stand of men like Gen. Bradley, 
Gen. Collins and the other members of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 


The war extenders also array themselves 
against the informed opinion of the commander 
for the U.N. in Tokyo—Gen. Ridgway. The suc- 
cessor to Gen. MacArthur is a fighting man as 
his prosecutien of the war this past year shows. 
But he is also a sincere worker for a truce. His 
words in the Associated Press interview last 
Monday bear much repeating. He said: 

IT must say you find your patience sorely 
tried when dealing in any way with the 
Communist negotiators. But patience is a ne~ 
cessity. The stakes in this case are not only 
the lives of Allied prisoners in Communist’ 
hands, but the world’s peace itself. 


It is a strange circumstance that when the mili- 
tary commander in the Far East sees the situa- 
tion so clearly, other, excitable men, including 
some in Congress and not in uniform, should 
want to get us involved with such liabilities as 
Chiang on the Chinese mainland and to compli- 
cate the Korean issue by throwing in Formosa. 
But that is ever the way with hotheads, 
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Mr. Dulles’ Fine Service 
John Foster Dulles, who has resigned as an 
adviser to Secretary of State Dean Acheson, car- 
ried on in the bi-partisan foreign policy tradition 
of the late Senator Vandenberg of Michigan. At 
a time when many outstanding Republicans 


‘ignored the need for greater support for the 


Administration’s policy in opposition to Com- 
munist aggression, Mr. Dulles deliberately ac- 
cepted a post within the Truman Administra- 
tion. It was a patriotic thing to do. 

To Republican Dulles Americans owe jn large 


_ part the Japanese treaty. He conducted the 


negotiations for this country. He had much 
to do with the text of the treaty. Less than a 
week ago, the treaty was ratified by the Senate 
over the opposition of such partisans as Kem 
of Missouri and Jenner of Indiana. * That was 
to a large extent a personal triumph for John 
Foster Dulles. 

Mr. Dulles has every right now to be out of 
the Administration to make his own choice in 
the presidential race. But as he leaves Wash- 
ington he is ehtitled to know that he has the 
appreciation of countless’ Americans who place 
country above party. 
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Tax Escape Via Panama 


The fat liquor deal described to Congress by 
Hyman Harvey Klein is another story of what 
can be done with a little capital, a large imagina- 
tion and a great big tax loophole. 

Klein frankly told the House Ways and Means 
Committee how he and three associates, with 
only $4000 capital and a borrowed $50,000, 
turned a profit of nearly $20,000,000 in a little 
more than three years. 

They set up corporations in Cuba and Panama. 
These bought liquor in Canada for sale primarily 
in the United States at a fat profit. The profit 
was not subject to American income taxes since 
the firms were foreign. Yet the firms never saw 
the liquor they “bought,” for it was shipped di- 
rectly to the United States. 

Moreover, when Klein eventually withdrew 
from this business, he paid a 25 per cent capital 
gains tax of about $1,200,000 on his personal 
profit. Committee counsel brought out that had 
he been compelled to pay an income tax, the 
rate would have been 85 per cent. Thus Klein 
saved about three millions in taxes. The Gov- 
ernment is now trying to collect income taxes on 
his profits but the question has not been decided. 

In several ways the liquor deal recalls the re- 
cently reported grandiose deal in surplus tank- 
ers. Former Congressman Joseph E. Casey of 
Massachusetts and associates are said to have 
turned a $101,000 investment in ships into a 
quick $3,250,000 profit. They also tsed a Panama 
corporation, avoided income taxes and settled for 
the lower capital gains tax. * 

Klein said bluntly that he understood this kind 
of operation was the “rule” for firms doing for- 
eign business. The investigators should have 
pricked up their ears. It would be.a highly cost- 
ly rule for the United States Treasury. If dummy 
corporations and the capital gains levy are being 
used to avoid income taxes, Congress ought to 
see how it can block the route of éscape.

Then, when these candidates were nomi- 
nated, Senator Brewster repaid the bank 
loan by appropriating $10,000 from the 
committee. We should think the G.O.P. in 
the future would want to lay down an ef- 
fective prohibition against this sort of 
manipulation. 

Why Senator Brewster chose Mr. Grune- 
wald as the intermediary in this slick deal 
remains perplexing. So does the willing- 
ness of the Nixon and Young campaign 
managers, without the knowledge of their 
principals, to take a contribution from 
such a source. 


So, when you come to think about it, is 
the $2500 check which, according to Mr. 
Grunewald’s accountant, was made out in 
October, 1950, to “Owen Brewster” and in- 
dorsed over to a Dorothy Brewster. 


Speaking rather grandiloquently of his 
campaign fund finagling, Senator Brew- 
ster told the House subcommittee that “if 
there is any discredit to the transaction, I 
want to assume full responsibility in every 
way.” 

A more sensitive man might be less un- 
certain as to whether there is any discred- 
it in such a deal; but Senator Brewster's 
standards do not appear to be much above 
those of another of Mr. Grunewald’s 
friends, Senator Bridges, who saw nothing 
wrong in accepting a $35,000 retainer from 
the United Mine Workers’ pension fund. 

Well, Senator Brewster at least will be 
up for re-election this fall and his con- 
stituents can, if they wish, allow him to 
assume the full responsibility he covets. 


TV, New Way to Learn

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Television is a medium of tremendous 
potential value for public enlightenment. 
Despite its dramatic growth here, it still 
is in the pioneering period. There are 
many applications of this fascinating new 
gimmick to be worked out. 


Thus far, TV has been devoted mainly to 
entertainment, plus some newscasts and in- 
formative features. The public interest in 
this restricted range of offerings has been 
evidenced in both protests and compili- 
ments on specific programs. 

Turn the eye of this magic camera on 
education and the possibilities are limit- 
less. For one thing, educators have long 
been thinking about TV to extend the 


range of classroom teaching. TV could 
bring shut-in children to the classroom. It 
could pipe tp the classroom programs 
which would assure the alert interest of 
even the most disinterested pupil. Even at 
the college level—where it is known under 
the fancy title of audio-visual teaching—it 
can improve classroom presentation. . 


In the field of- adult education, TV 
should strike pay-diirt by bringing right 
into the home the instruction which many 
adults might hanker for, but in this worka- 
day world don’t quite have the opportunity 
to acquire. 


As for local talent available for such a 
venture, it’s ample enough to supply daily 
programs the year ‘round. Besides the pub- 
lic and private schools, colleges and uni- 
versities, there are some of the world’s 
outstanding research organizations and 
private laboratories here, plus drama and 
music schools, and many other agencies

Because it does sum up a year's 
work, Eisenhower and members 
of his staff who worked on it 
have included much more than 
just the military achievement.

This 
means the necessity of avoiding 
so early a return that he is drawn 
into squabbles over every issue, 
big and small. But it means also 
that he must gauge his return 
so that it will have the greatest 
possible impact immediately prior 
to the Republican convention, 


Perhaps there is an analogy in 
the culinary field. The supreme 
effort of a distinguished chef is 
the souffle, which must be timed 
so that it is brought to the table 
at the moment it rises to perfec- 
tion.

This particular tax official was ‘so imbedded 
in bribery, according to this account, that it was 
almost impossible for him to remain uncorrupted. 
“His shame is your shame,” said a young woman 
accusingly at the home audience, an indictment I 
don't fully understand. 

In another show, Malcolm Johnson, Pulitzer 
Prize winning reporter, discussed his exposes of 
crime on the New York waterfront. This, too, was 
dramatized, with Johnson narrating and even doing 
a bit of acting. It was a very absorbing feature 
and it might just possibly have stirred up a bit of 
civic resentment against one of the more permanent 
crime fronts of our time. Another drama revolved 
around Herbert Philbrick’s “I Lived Three Lives.” 
It was a rather sketchy summary of Philfrick’s 
experiences as an F.B.I. counterspy in the Com- 
munist party, but it, too, might have done some 
good. 

I don’t suppose I'll ever manage to talk “We, 
The People” out of its intense devotion to the 
two-headed freaks. But just for a novelty, I feel 
the show some day ought to introduce a completely 
normal person—a little girl who hasn’t fallen down 
a well, who isn’t bewitched, who isn’t even blind.

I TRY TO LET my thoughts be influenced by-~scientific 
studies of the subject, Sally, and there are some which indi- 
cate that a girl who goes in for heavy petting is less likely to 
be happy and less likely to make a good sexual adjustment in 
marriage. This might be because she is a little different 
from other girls to start with. The girl who goes in for heavy 
petting sometimes does so because she doesn’t believe in her- 
self; because she has a feeling of inferiority, and she would 
carry this over into marriage.

Good plans make for good 
planting. 

In making a selection and ar- 
rangement of plants, two factors 
are important: The kind of yard 
you want and the amount of work 
you can give to it. ; 


Under the first are such de- 
tails as the size of plants. This 
means their rate of growth in 
relation to the other plants around 
them, as well as their own ulti- 
mate size. It includes their shape 
which, like size, will determine 
not only the appearance of your 
yard but the uses to which the 
plants can be put. Certain plants 
will channel traffic as a hedge. 
Others will create shade as a 
tree. 

The varieties of texture and 
color in foliage and bark, while 
not as striking as those in flow- 
ers and fruit, nevertheless deserve 
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Window boxes in fiers 


real consideration. They are the 
steady background against which 
the blossoms come and go in sea- 
sonal bursts of color. 


Constantly improved varieties 
of flowers, larger and brighter, 
make it easier today to plan vivid 
colors for your garden all season 
long. : 

Box gardening will allow you 
to use growing flowers and 
blooming shrubs in your yard as 
you use bouquets in your houses. 
You can build or buy boxes of 
weather-resistant cypress or rea- 
wood. 

You can raise flowers from 
seed, buy them in flats from 
your nurseryman or pots from 
your florist. You can cultivate 
them in the boxes side by side 
and as they bloom rotate them 
out in the garden or on the ter- 
race. . 

As a general rule, the larger 
and more permanent the plant 


will help, but if you want a labor 
saving yard you must plan it. 


In small spaces, substitute ivy 
or periwinkle for .grass. Keep 
large areas simple so that they 
can be cut easily with a lawn 
nidver. Don’t hesitate to put in 
large areas of brick, gravel or 
asphalt. They lower mainte- 
nance. For color, concentrate on 
permanent perennials, cut down 
on pruning by selecting the plant 
with the right ultimate size and 
shape. 

Decide how much time you 
want to put into your yard each 
week and realistically set up your 
garden so you have time to en- 
joy what you grow. 

If you do this you'll agree that 
outdoor living is attractive and 
that some of the most attractive 


parts of it are plants and flowers.

Skewered 


Meats Are 
Good at Home 
By Edith M. Barber 


é 6 Y family loves skewered 
Mane. especially when it’s 
called some fancy name 
when we go-out to a restaurant. 
How can this be prepared at 
home, and is any other meat done 
on skewers?” asks a reader. That 
is a very good question, or, per- 
haps I should say, combination of 
questions. 

The skewered lamb, sometimes 
called shish kabob or shashlik is 
prepared from tender lamb cut 
into cubes and generally allowed 
to marinate in a highly seasoned 
French dressing for some time. It 
is then impaled on metal skewers 
and may be cooked in a broiler 
without any extra fat. It should 
be turned frequently and if it 
seems dry may be basted with 
the dressing with which it has 
been soaked. If you like, the lamb 
may be alternated with slices of 
tomato or pineapple and onion. 


Sweetbreads, bacon and mush- 
rooms are often cooked skewered 
style. Sweetbreads must be par- 
boiled before they are cut in inch 
pieces. Liver, kidneys and chick- 
en livers dipped in melted fat may 
also be skewered and broiled, 
but should be some distance from 
the heat. Liver and beef kidneys 
need to be parboiled before dip- 
ping into melted butter or French 
dressing. Kidneys should be split 
and placed on a skewer alternate- 
ly with squares of bacon. They 
will take about: five minutes of 
broiling on each side. 

Occasionally, beef is skewered. 
It must be fairly tender when 
used for this purpose. One res- 
taurant has made quite a reputa- 
tion for itself by serving skewered 
beef under the title “Tidbits.” 
Onion, bacon or mushrooms may 
be alternated with the beef. If 
the meat lacks fat, it will: need 
to be basted during the broiling. 


Skewered Lamb. 


One pound lamb shoulder, one- 
fourth cup French dressing, three 
small onions, tomato wedges or 
mushroom caps or pineapple 
slices. 

Cut meat into 2-inch cubes. Let 
marinate in French dressing sev- 
eral hours. Drain meat. Dip vege- 
tables or pineapple in dressing 
and then place on skewers alter- 
nately with the meat. Place under 
broiler, about three inches under 
heat, and cook about 10 minutes, 
turning occasionally. 

Sweetbreads With Mushrooms. 

Parboil sweetbreads and sepa- 
rate into 1-inch pieces. Wrap each 
in small piece of bacon and place 
alternately with mushroom caps 
on skewers. Cook under broiler 
heat or saute slowly in skillet.

Replacing Wood Shingles. 
OMETIMES it is necessary to 
replace wood shingles, Maybe 
one has warped or split or 
maybe the next door neighbors 
stole a few for kindling wood. 
If you have a warped or split 
shingle, the first step is to get rid 
of it. This can be done by split- 
ting the shingle so it can be re- 
moved in small pieces. As you've 
probably found out by now, the 
nails that hold each shingle are 
covered up by the row of shingles 
above which make life just that 
much more difficult. Anyway, 
after you’ve got rid of the old 
shingle, try to find one that fits 
the opening wih a space of about 
one-fourth inch on each side. 
Weathered shingles are better 
than new ones because they will 
blend in with the rest of the 
shingles better than a new one. 
The new shingle is slipped into 
place with some effort because 
the end must ride up above the 
nails that held the old shingle in 
place and which are still there 
and covered by the next course 
of shingles. (All this is not very 
difficult—it just sounds it.) Any- 
way, you’ve sort of got to feel as 
you go until you can get the 
shingle into place. Once it’s 
there, nail it down so it won't get 
away again. You can drive your 
nail a few inches up from the 
butt which happens to be the 
thick end of the shingle. fFor 
siding where appearance counts, 
‘finishing nails should do the trick. 
Use galvanized shingle nails for 
roof work and put a spot of roof- 
ing compound over the nail head

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A heart lead by West, as it hap- - 
pened, would have put declarer 
in a hopeless position, but West 
was unlucky in having been dealt 
a more attractive club lead. East 
collected the queen and king of 
clubs, and continued with the 
club ace. South ruffed and 
cashed the A-K of trumps, then 
took the heart finesse. It failed 
—not unnaturally, in view of the 
bidding—and. South had no fur- 
ther chance for the contract. 

The fact that East had made a 
takeout double of one diamond 
certainly should have made South 
fear the heart finesse, and any 
measures he could take to avoid 
that finesse were well worth tak- 
ing. There is no way to play a 
hand such as this with full safety, 
but the following line obviously 
reduces the risk to a large de- 


gree: 

After ruffing the ace of clubs, 
South should cash the diamond 
ace, then the diamond king, and 
ruff a third round of diamonds - 
with a high trump. Now he 
should lead the ace and another 
trump, and with trumps breaking 
2-2, it costs declarer nothing to 
lead dummy’s fourth diamond in 
the hope that it will be East, not 
West, who has the remaining high 
card in the suit. When that con- 
dition proves true, South simply 
concedes the trick to East, dis- 
carding a heart from his own 
hand. Obviously, East cannot 
lead without giving South a 
trick. 

It is also obvious that if East 
does not follow suit to the fourth 
diamond, declarer can ruff and 
try the heart finesse.

Milady’s Pin Is a “Brooch’’— 
or “Broach”? 


ONOR’S a good brooch to 


wear in a man’s hat,” wrote 

Ben Jonson. Thus we are 
reminded that the bit of jewelry, 
which is today regarded (with the 
possible exception of a man’s tie 
pin) as a feminine ornament, was 
once worn on men’s hats! 

How old is this word to de- 
note such an item of jewelry, is 
demonstrated by Chaucer’s allu- 
sion to “brooches and rynges.” 
Indeed, it is on the written rec- 
ord as early as 1225 in the Mid- 
dle English forms again connect- 
ing a ring with this time a 
“proche.” The brooch takes its 
name from its essential nature as 
a pin. For this is the same 
word as “broach.” And _ the 
“broach” has been, since English 
was written, an instrument which 
punctured holes, as does the pin 
of the “brooch.” 

It is interesting to find in 
the path of this word’s long his- 
tory, from the tool which pure- 
tured to the pin which is an 
ornament, its application to de- 
note one of the teeth of a card- 
ing comb, as the latter contrap- 
tion served in the woolen mills 
of the not so long ago. In a 
book about trades published in 
1837, one finds an allusion to 
placing the wool “on one of his 
combs, the steel brooches of 
which are trifle.”

Water fleas look like specks, if 
they are seen at all in the ponds 
where they live. Thanks to the 
microscope, we can study them 
closely, and we know how they 
are formed.
